Zurich, May 26. .Qur Troops began.the 18th inftant 
to batter the Towg of Weyl,as we told you in our former, 
and the Garrifon, confifting of 4e¢00 Men of the Abbot 
of St.Gall, pretended to defend che-Placeto the eft Exe 
tremity ; but on the 21 our Troops began to fire. red 
hot Bullets into the Town, which fetit on fire in{evergl 
Parts, This occafioned a great Copfternation among the 
Ga rrifon and Inhabitants, which increafed fo very much 
the 22din the Morning,when our Men threw fevesal large 
‘Bombs into the Placey which made a terrible execution, 
that theGarrifen quitted it,and retir’d inite the Mountain:, 
for we had not been able to inveftiton all fides, leaving, 
it to the Inhabitants to make their Terms as welfas they 
could, They fent immediately to defire a Sufpenfion of 
Arms fur 36 Hours, which our General granted them 
only for two, whecrevpon they furrender’d at Difcié. 
tion, We found in the Place 18 {mal} Picces of Cannon 
with a°propértionable quantity of Ammunitior, but Kettle 
Provifion. The lohabitants cf Goffau and Rofchech, the 
two Principal Places remaining to the Abbot of Sc Gall, 
fent Deputics to our General to make their Submiffion, 
whereupon that Prelate, has retired on the other fide of 
the Lake of Conftance, as did likewife the Monks of Sr. 
Gali the 22d at Night, leaving fome few cf them in the 
Abbey. While chefe things were tranfaéting on that 
fide, the Troops of Bern and. Zurich defigned for che Ac- 
tack of the Heittersbergh, climbed up that Hill in 5 dif- 
ferent Places on the 22d, having left on their Right the 














Village of Spreittenbach, and the Intrenchments caft up 


by the Adherents of the Prelate, and by favour of a thick 
Fog were not difCovered till they were poffeffsd cf all 
thoie Height:. Their Bnemies finding themfelves fur- 
prized, endeavour’d to affemble their Men in the Church- 
yard of Belliken,but fecing our Troops coming up tothem, 
they runaway with conden toMillingen,and not thinking 
themfelves fufe therein, they abandoned that Place with 
4 Pieces of Cannone The J'roops of Bern and Zurich 
fir’d then 3 Guns ro give notice of their Succefs to the 
Troops of Bern under the Command of Genera! Ticharner 
encamped near Lenezburgh, who having anfwered the 
Signal marched to attack that: little Place, on the other 
fide of the Rhus, They met. with 500 Men of Lucern 
intrenched near che Village of Dottichen, where they art- 


tacked chem with fo much Vigcur, that they were forc’d’ 


out of their Poft, and put to flight, leaving two Pieces of 
Cannon behind them, whereupon the Burghers of Mel- 
Jingen furrendred at Difcretion. This alarm’d the whole 
Valley of Rhus but notwithftanding the People tcok up 
Arms, our Troops advanced the next Day to Bremgarten, 
another little Place,;on the fame River, to reduce it, in 
order. to attack atrerwards the Town and Caftle of Baden. 
Onur Troops bave alfo reduced feveral Convents, and is 
One of them, where they found a protty large quantity of 
Arms, they found amoogh other Ammunition 700 lit- 
tle Bills, in which were written thefe Words, And the 
Word was made Fic, which the Romith Prieftsdiftributcd 
to their Soldier:, making.that poer deluded People De- 
lieve, that this Spell would render them invuloerable.
